Rev. J. D. H o c k m a n w a s ap p o in te d , le aving in June to enter 
the forces en g a g e d in the W o r ld War. 
T h e R ev. Harry B, 
R o b in so n filled the place left vacant by the R ev. H o c k m a n , 
and rem ained until 1919. 
W h ile the R ev . R o b i n s o n served 
as pastor here a n ew parsonage w a s built, it b ein g located 
three d o o rs from the church. 
The former p arsonage h avin g 
b een sold, the R ev . R o b i n s o n and family resided in a d w e l l ­ 
ing on the Southeast corner of Main and H u lm e streets, until 
the n e w p arsonage w a s c o m p le t e d . 
F ro m 1919 until 1922, the Rev. Charles D. B e njam in 
was at the head of the con gre gation, the R ev. H e n r y G. 
Main b e c o m in g pastor in 1 9 22. 
D ea th claim ed the R ev . 
Main in S ep te m b er , 1925, after a lingering illness. 
I he R ev . Walter 11. ( a n o n w a s sent to H u lm ev ille in 
S ep te m b e r , 192 5, to act as pastor, and w a s a p p o in te d to the 
pastorate in March, 1 9 26, rem aining until S ep te m b er , 1 9 2 8 , 
w h e n s u m m o n e d to an other charge. 
I he R ev. W. V e r n o n 
M idd leto n , w h o was assigned as pastor in O c tob er , 1 9 2 8 , 
left during the f all of 19 30, he also b ein g called to another 
charge. 
I he R ev. f rancis W a lz fo llo w ed , he also b ein g 
reapp ointed in March of 1 9 3 1 .

D urin g the pastorate of the Rev. 1. W illia m Smith w h o 
served the co n g re g a tio n from 1 9 3 2 until 1937, an ad dition 
was built to the church. G r o u n d w as b rok en for a two-story 
fram e structure, to the rear of the edifice in May of 1933, 
a n u m b e r of church officials and representatives of church 
organizations, togeth er with the pastor turning over the first 
few shovels -ful of dirt. 
A g a i n m a n y of the m en of the 
church g a v e freely of their time and talent in the erection 
of the building, the result b ein g a fine two-story structure, 
giving an additional 2 7 0 0 square feet of floor space. 
T h e 
upper floor, given the n a m e of E p w o rth Hall, p ro v id ed an 
a s s e m b ly room for the main S u n d a y S ch o o l, and with its 
p latform and large floor sp a ce g a v e pla ce for n um erous 
affairs. 
I he 
low er 
floor w a s outfitted 
for 
the 
primary 
d ep a rtm e n t of the S u n d a y School, and also as a dining 
ro o m for suppers and other special occasions. 
I he original 
church buildin g on South Main street, h a v n g a num b er of 
years previous c o m e into possessio n of the late Jesse C . 
Everitt, hr presented to the church the original cornerstone 
for use in the n e w S u n d a y S c h o o l building. 
I o the original 
(Jate of 1840, there w a s a d d e d the d a te of 193 3, the year of 
the ad dition to the n e w edifice. 
The d eb t remaining on this 
building is but m eagre, the variou organizations during the 
past few years steadily contributing to reduce the debt. 
N a m e d to the local pastorate successively during the 
next f e w years were 
the Rev. 
R obert H. 
C o m ly , 
w h o 
returned in 1 9 3 7 for tw o years; the Rev. W. R a y m o n d 
Meredith, 1 9 3 9 ; with the R ev . W ilm er E. Harkness, present 
pastor, bein g assigned in March of 1 9 4 0 .
